— The 
cost of food la on the decrease, de­ 
clining l l per cent between Decem­ 
ber 15 and January 15, with a de­ 
crease of 3 per cent since January 
a year ago, the departm ent of la­ 
bor announced today. There was, 
however, an increase of a 
little 
more than 62 per cent in retail 
food prices since 1913. 
Between December 15 and Jan­ 
uary 15 decreased prices were re­ 
ported for 21 food articles, fresh 
eggs topping the list with a decline 
of 14 per cent. Ten articles in­ 
creased in price.

Ten persona were

chauffeur was among those taken. 
The shooting is believed to be the 
result of a bootleg war, 
De Palma’s body was riddled with 
bullets, police said. 
De Palma was held as a suspect last 
November in a payroll holdup, and ac­ 
cording to police records took part in 
numerous shooting affrays within the 
last few years.

tionary W ar Council has decreed a 
series of changes and innovations in 
the Red Army with the purpose at Im­ 
proving its efficiency. 
Measures decreed range from reor­ 
ganization of the reserve to adoption 
of new uniforms for officers. 
Coincident with the announcement 
that an extra hundred million roubles 
would be assigned to the army this 
year a decree was issued ordering all 
men between the ages of twenty-four 
and thirty-four to register with mili­ 
tary census hoards. 
This ordeY* occasioned considerable 
surprise, since the classes in question 
have already registered In previous 
years, it w;is declared, however, that 
the reregistration was necessary in 


order to carry out the plans for a re­ 
organization of the reserve. 
At the same time were announced 
new regulations aiming at the creation 
of a large body of non-commissioned 
officers. All graduates of high schools 
will hereafter be allowed to leave tim 
army after one year's training provid­ 
ed they take the necessary courses for 
.non-coms, in the recently established 
’ ■Academics 
for 
non-commissioned 
officers.” 
It is also decreed that all young 
men volunteering for the army before 
being conscripted will be given^ the 
privilege of choosing what branch 
of service they wish to serve in, and 
when possible, the privilege of serving 
in the province where they live. Thi3 
latter privilege is also to be extended 
to graduates of high schools. 
The new uniforms for officers pre­ 
sent a striking 
departure 
from the 
previous policy of 
keeping officers 
and men as nearly as possible upon 
the same level, in the m atter of cloth­ 
ing as well as of social distinction. 
Officers hereafter will wear blue uni­ 
forms while the private soldiers will 
continue to wear khaki. 
Commanders of all branches except 
the cavalry, artillery 
and 
aviation 
corps will wear dark blue uniforms. 
Flying officers will 
wear dark blue 
! knee breeches, “French jackets” and 
I white shirts with stand-up black and 
white collars. 
Change in Uniforms. 
It is believ Mi that 
the 
change in 
uniform is one consequence of 
the 
fact, recently reported upon by the 
Commissar of 
War Voroshilov, that 
discipline In the Red army was suf­ 
fering by lesson «f the over-familiar­ 
ity existing between the officers and 
nu n. 
Another charge which has occupied 
the attention of numerous conferences 
of army leaders is the abolition of po­ 
litical commissars who have previous­ 
ly been assigned 
to 
non-communist 
officers. 
Many of these commissars 
have already been assigned to other 


duties but it is the ambition of the 
Revolutionary War Council to do away 
vitb all of them, since the system of 
double responsibility proved wasteful 
and inefficient. 
Among other changes, it is announ­ 
ced, that the anti-religious propagan­ 
da circles in the Red army have been 
greatly increased in number. On ev­

themes.

Safe Places For Coasting 
East Liverpool boys and girls—sled owners and their friends 
—today had converted most of the hill streets into coasting tracks 
In order to enjoy the most common winter sport. 
Early this 
morning they were on the job to take advantage bf the oppor­ 
tunity offered by last night’s snow, which followed spring-like 
weather. 
And while the Ohio weather bureau forecast indicates that 
the return engagement of winter will be of a short duration, it is 
not improbable that Buckeye State cities will witness many a b a t­ 
ing accidents by reason of non protected streets. East Liverpool 
bs among the cities which have not set aside certain streets for 
the winter sport during specified hours of the day. 
In a recent bulletin the National Safety Council, which aims 
to prevent accidents on the street as well as in the factory and the 
home, suggests the following regulations for safeguarding tho 
lives of coasters: 
1. An ordinance may be passed by the city council setting 
aside specific streets for coasting during certain hours. 
2. The streets selected should naturally be those used as 
little as possible for traffic, with few. intersecting streets. 
3. “Street Closed" barriers should be placed at the head and 
foot of each street with red lanterns placed upon the blockades at 
night. 
\ 
4»- Cross streets should be barricaded at intersection with 
play street during this time. 
5. Hours when streets are closed should be from 4:00 to 
10.00 on school days, and 10:00 to 10:00 on Saturdays. 
6. If closed streets cross main highway of traffic, a sand 
belt 50 feet wide should be placed at the bottom of the hill where 
it meets the main highway, to stop sleds before they reach the 
. highway. 
7. A policeman or man sworn in as special policeman should 
- be in charge of each coasting street# duties being to put out signs 
at 4:00. 
8. 
If there is a trolley intersection a policeman should be 
constantly stationed at intersection. 
9. Coasting should be prohibited by the city authorities on 
other streets. 
10. Streets set aside for coasting—names, locations, hours 
they are closed, the rules concerning same—should be well adver­ 
tised in the newspapers and parents should be strongly urged 
through papers and schools to send their children to the safe 
Streets. 
Either by counciimanie ordinance or police order, East Liver­ 
pool should protect coasters.

tunity offered by last night’s snow, which followed spring-like 
weather. 
And while the Ohio weather bureau forecast indicates that 
the return engagement of winter will be of a short duration, it is 
not improbable that Buckeye State cities will witness many cosat- 
ing accidents by reason of non protected streets. East Liverpool 
is among the cities which have not set aside certain streets for 
the winter sport during specified hours of the day. 
In a recent bulletin the National Safety Council, which aims 
to prevent accidents on the street as well as in the factory and the 
home, suggests the following regulations for safeguarding tho 
lives of coasters:

An ordinance may be passed by the city council setting 
aside specific streets for coasting during certain hours.

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Safe Places For Coasting 
East Liverpool boys and girls—sled owners and their friends 
—today had converted most of the hill streets into coasting tracks 
in order to enjoy the most common winter sport. 
Early this

tunity offered by last night’s snow, which followed spring-like 
weather. 
And while the Ohio weather bureau forecast indicates that 
the return engagement of winter will be of a short duration, it is 
not improbable that Buckeye State cities will witness many cosat- 
Ing accidents by reason of non protected streets. East Liverpool 
Is among the cities which have not set aside certain streets for 
the winter sport during specified hours of the day. 
In a recent bulletin the National Safety Council, which aims 
to prevent accidents on the street as well as in the factory and the 
home, suggests the following regulations for safeguarding tho 
lives of coasters: 
1. An ordinance may be passed by the city council setting 
aside specific streets for coasting during certain hours. 
2. The streets selected should naturally be those used as 
little as possible for traffic, with few. intersecting streets.

Amendments May Save Bill. 


Tho chief hope for the enactment 
Of the bill at this session, it was 
admitted will lie in the acceptance 
of amendments by both sides to elim­ 
inate the points in controversy.

Once the dam is erected, the secre­ 
tary of Interior also would be author­ 
ised to enter contracts for GO years 
for the sale or delivery of electrical 
power generated at the site. He would 
have the power also to contract for 
the delivery of water from the reser­ 
voir for irrigation and domestic uses, 
The distribution of the water, parti­ 
cularly. would he allocated 
accord­ 


ing to the Colorado river compact. 
The government would lose nothing 
by the venture, tho bill providing for 
4 per cent interest on the money loan­ 
ed and giving the secretary of Inter­ 
ior authority to establish terras to in­ 
sure the repayment.

develops against the measure, it w ill.

er legislation because of the fast ap­ 
proaching adjournment. 
Amendments May Save Bill. 
The chief hope for the enactm ent 
of the hill a t this session, it was 
admitted will lie in the acceptance 
of amendm ents by both sides to elim­ 
inate the points in controversy. Other­ 
wise, it was said, the bill is doomed 
to defeat. 
The bill itself sets forth the uses 
of the project as follows: I, for river 
regulation and flood control: 2. irri­ 
gation and domestic uses; and 3, for 
power development. 
The bill would provide for a fund 
of $125,000,000 to be expended through 
tho secretary of the interior, with 
the specific provision that the United 
States shall forever retain the title 
to the property. 
U. S. To Sell Power. 
Once the dam Is erected, the secre­ 
tory of interior also would be author­ 
ised to enter contracts for f>0 years 
for the sale or delivery of electrical 
power generated at the site. He would 
have the power also to contract for 
the delivery of w ater from the reser­ 
voir for irrigation and domestic uses. 
The distribution of the w ater, parti­ 
cularly. would be allocated 
accord­ 
ing to the Colorado river compact. 
The government would lose nothing 
by the venture, tho bill providing for 
4 per cent Interest on the money loan­ 
ed end giving the secretary of Inter­ 
ior authority to establish term s to in­ 
sure the repaym ent. 
Opposition to the bill w as 
based 
chieUv on the contention th a t under 
the Colorado river compact California 
was given “too much the best of It" 
and that the w ater rights of Arizona 
and Utah were curtailed.

W ithin less than 17 years the East 
Liverpool Church of the Nazarene has 
grown Into one of the leading religious 
organizations here.

P e r s onal Responsibility 
Is Discussed by Pastor 
of Oakland Free Meth 
odist Church. 


Text: "lie has showed thee O man, 
what is good. and w hat doth the Lord 
require of thee hut to do justly and 
to love mercy and to walk humbly 
with thy God?” Micah 6:8. 
We are confronted in this passage 
of scripture with the thought of per­ 
sonal responsibility. Nothing is more 
plainly 
taught 
than 
th at God has 
som ething to say about human 
con­ 
duct and of our responsibility to Him 
touching all the acts of our life. And 
could we always keep this thought In 
mind it would supply us with just the 
very brakes we need to save us from 
moral and spiritual wreck. 
A reali­ 
zation of “Thou God see’st m e” would 
savo us from many a pitfall and de­ 
stroy the snare laid in the way for 
our defeat. 
The following are some of the re­ 
quirem ents laid down in the text: 
First.

.William T. Ellis Consid­ 
ers Contrast in Discuss­ 
ing Greatest Institution 
in World. 


By William T. Ellis. 
Consider a contrast. 
Once a sen- 
national Teacher from the hill coun­ 
try of Galilee spoke to a great multi­ 
tude at the head of the Lake. 
His 
address is called “The Sermon on the 
Mount.’’ Various sites are suggested 
as the scene of this message; the one 
that appeals most to me being a gen­ 
tle slope, once 
grassy, now stone- 
covered, directly at the center of the 
upper end of the Lake of Galilee, 
midway between tho'cities pf Caper­ 
naum and Bethsaida. The photograph 
I took shows only one Bedouin tent 
and a small tree on the entire hill­ 
side. In this simple, natural setting, 
His hearers reclining on the ground 
before Him, Jesus set forth the Plat­ 
form 
of His Kingdom, the Charac­ 
teristics of His Church. 
From that beginning has developed 
a contrast that is incomprehensible. 
For the Christian 
church is today 
the largest, the most powerful institu­ 
tion on earth. 
Against that stony 
and bare background of the Hill of 
Beatitudes my memory places famous 
and representative church edifices in 
which I have worshipped—the Church

Tablet." dug up in 
bhensi Province, China, in 1525. This 
tablet, which is nine feet all and three 
feet wide, and beautifully carved, con- 
,K,nS™ani e,x*ens*VG dissertation upon 
the Christian Religion, expressed in 
terms showing profound Chinese In­ 
fluence upon 
the thought and lan­ 
guage of the authors, who were Nes­ 
torian missionaries of the seventh cen­ 
tury. The Nestorian Church sent its 
representatives in China in the year 
635, and for two hundred years they 
wielded great influence; 
now, alas, 
there is no trace of them or of their 
work in China, except this unearthed 
tablet. 
Thlmvivid reminder of the antiquity 
and widespread growth of the mission­ 
ary activity of Christianity recalls the 
vlclsitudes and the variety of Christ’s 
many-named Church. 
Whenever we 
are tempted to think of the Church 
only in terms our own little congrega­ 
tion or denomination, it is well to let 
our mind range far back across the 
centuries, and widely afield Into liter­ 
acy all the lands of earth, to contem­ 
plate the magnitude and diversity and 
vitality of the Church Universal. 


“Elect from every nation, 
Yet one o’er all the earth, 
Her charter of salvation 
One Lord, one faith, one birth; 
One holy Name she blesses, 
Partakes one holy food, 
And to one hope she presses, 
With every grace endued. 


“Mid toil and tribulation, 
And tumult of her war. 
She waits the consummation 
Of peace for evermore; 
Till with the vision glorious 
Her longing eyes are blest, 
And the great Church victorious 
Shall be the Church at re3t.”

So the attitude of a person who 
approaches the subject of the Church 
should be one of reverence and""tol­ 
erance and 
knowledge. 
Human so­ 
ciety has produced no other institu­ 
tion, except the horde, so venerable, J 
so far flung and so influential upon 
life as the Christian Church. 
History’s Greatest Wonder. 
Romance-crowded 
history has no 
other tale so marvelous as this one 
of the rise and spread and potency 
of the Christian Church. In iht: days 
of the Apostles, Christianity compris­ 
ed small groups, or brotherhoods, cen­ 
tering in individual homes. None cf 
our elaborate modern ecclesiasticism 
existed. There were no special church 
buildings. 
Yet this Apostolic Chris- 
tion Church had (I) organization; (2> 
fellowship that constituted a genuine 
brotherhood; (3) regular services of 
worship: (4) the sacraments: 
(5) 
evangelistic activity; (6) systematic 
philanthropy; and (7) Divine'Presence 
and oversight. 
( 
These groups of disciples who were 
i the Early Church grew so rapidly and 
became so powerful that within three 
centuries they took in the Roman Em­ 
pire. 
When the favor of emperors 
was thus won, the result was a stres­ 
sing of ecclesiastical organization, and 
the Church of Christ seems at times 
to have taken precedence of the Chi 1st 
of the Church. Whereas the real pur­ 
pose and power of the Church is whol­ 
ly dependent upon the Spirit within. 
which inspires the life and spreads the 
Gospel. Wherever a church ceases to 
be first of all spiritual, and concern­ 
ed most of all with the souls of men, 
it ceases to be Christian 
Often, throughout 
the ages, theo-

logical discussion aud sectarian stri'e 
have been paramount in the Church, 
to the unmeasured hurt of the Chris­ 
tians. As Sir Walter Scott wro*e.

In her days of pride, the Church 
has often departed from the impltc- 
wealth, the glory, the power of the 
yealtta, the glory, the power of the 
Church have many times so filled the 
rally's of her officers that they have 
forgotten the Saviour’s “Come unto 
Me, all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest. Take 
My yoke upon you, and learn of Me: 
for I am meek and lowly in heart; 
and ye Bhall find rest unto ym r souls. 
For My yoke is easy, and My burden 
is light.’’ The Church's occasional de­ 
parture from the standards of Jesus 
was bitingly characterized by un early 
writer in the words, “In former times 
we had golden bishops, with wooden 
croziers; and the shepherds fed the 
sheep.

Lesson so explicity sets forth, the 
Church is the exemplar of righteous­ 
ness, the salt of the earth, the light 
of the wdrld.

1924. 


Within less than 17 years the East 
Liverpool Church of the Nazarene has 
grown into one of the leading religious 
organizations here. 
Its membership 
during the last six years has increased 
from 132 to 400, while enrollment of 
the Sunday school has Jumped from 
200 to approximately 850 during the 
same period. The average attendance 
last year was more than IOO. 
The church was organized on Octo­ 
ber 24, 1910, by Rev. C. A. Imhoff, dis­ 
trict superintendent of Pittsburgh with 
21 charter members. These members 
were: Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Bixby, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Davis, Mr. and 
Mrs. S. S. Bennett, Mr. and Mrs. John 
McVay, Mr. and Mrs. William Mar­ 
shall, Mr. and Mrs. Newton Mosser, 
Mr. and Mrs. George Parker, Jr., Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Seevers. Mr. and Mrs. 
Chales Wood. Mrs. Estella Norris, ll. 
D. Rutledge and Edwin Redlck. 
For a short time services were held 
in Turners* hall, Walnut street; later 
in the Barth building, Avondale and 
Bank streets, then in the Harrison 
building, Broadway, after which the 
congregation rented the old Church of 
Christ 
building, 
Broadway, which 
was 
used 
until 
1920, 
when 
erection 
or 
a 
brick 
church 
building, 32x48 feet, at tile corner of 
St. Clair and Lincoln avenues was 
started. 
The church was dedicated 
in April, 1921, by District Superintend­ 
ent Dr. J. H. Sloan and wife. 
Following 
numerous evangelistic 
campaigns under the pastorate of Rev. 
T). L. Benedum, the present pastor, 
the new structure soon became too 
small for the rapidly growing congre­ 
gation and added hearers. 
Services 
were transferred to the High school 
auditorium to accommodate the pub­ 
lic. 
In 1923 additional land was ac­ 
cordingly purchased, the old building 
razed and a new edifice seating 800 
persons erected at a cost of $45,00*1. 
This building was dedicated on Oc­ 
tober 9, 1924 by Dr. J. W. Goodwin, 
general superintendent, of Pasadena, 
California. The basement is arranged 
for Sunday school purposes, having 
numerous class rooms, as well as 
rooms for prayer meetings and young 
people's services. 
The Sunday school gave during the 
first nine months of this assembly 
year more than $1,000 for benevolent. 
purposes. 
Mrs. Emma Durbin is the 
superintendent. 
The Senior and Junior Young Peo­ 
ple’s societies, under the leadership 
of Mrs. O. L. Benedum and Bonetta 
Pyle, have a membership of 320. 
The Woman’s Missionary society, 
under the leadership of Mrs. Frank 
Poland, Is doing splendid work and 
has raised more than $500 during the 
year for foreign missions.

P e r s onal Responsibility 
Is Discussed by Pastor 
of Oakland Free Meth- 
odist Church. 


Text: “Ile has showed thee O man. 
what is good, and what doth the Lord 
require of thee but to do justly and 
to love mercy and to walk humbly 
with thy God?" Micah 6:8. 
We are confronted in this passage 
of scripture with the thought of per­ 
sonal responsibility. Nothing is more 
plainly 
taught 
than 
that God has 
something to say about human 
con­ 
duct and of our responsibility to Him 
touching all the acts of our life. And 
could we always keep this thought in 
mind it would supply us with just the 
very brakes we need to save us from 
moral and spiritual wreck. 
A reali­ 
zation of “Thou God see’st me" would 
savo us from many a pitfall and de­ 
stroy the snare laid in the way for 
our defeat. 
The following are some of the re­ 
quirements laid down in the text: 
First. 
Do justly. 
This has refer­ 
ence to our dealings one with the oth­ 
er, and calls for the putting into prac­ 
tice of the Golden Rule. To illustrate* 
I go into a store and ask for an arti­ 
cle. I am informed by the storekeep­ 
er they do not handle said article but 
he offers me something Just as good. 
Is it? Well maybe! 
Again, I see a 
suit of clothes with an $18 mark on 
the ticket. I notice two scores across 
the $18 mark — there is a $10.00 bo- 
low, throwing out the suggestion of 
a reduction of $8.00 on the Bult. Is it 
so? 
Once more: A farmer stops at 
my door and offers to sell me a bushel 
of potatoes. The potatoes look good 
on the top (respectable size). But I 
naturally ask myself the question if 
the “taters'' are as nice in the bottom 
of the basket. 
Do justly is the command of God 
and to attempt to set up a double 
standard and Justify an unright act 
on the grounds of business or estab­ 
lished customs runs counter to the 
principle of justice enjoined in tho 
text. 
Second. Mercy hero is commanded. 
God required us to love it. His mercy 
toward us is great. If ho chastens us 
He ha8 a merciful end in view and

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Safe Places For Coasting 


E ast Liverpool boys and girls sled owners and th eir friends 
—today had converted most of the hill streets into coasting tracks 
In order to enjoy the m ost common w inter sport. 
Early this 
m orning they were on the job to take advantage of the oppor­ 
tunity offei-ed by last night’s snow*, which followed spring-like 
w eather. 
And while the Ohio w eather bureau forecast indicates th at 
the return engagem ent of w inter w ill be of a short duration, it is 
not improbable th at Buckeye S tate cities will w itness many cosat* 
ing accidents by reason of non protected streets. 
E ast Liverpool 
is among the cities which have not set aside certain streets for 
the w inter sport during specified hours of the day. 
In a recent bulletin the N ational Safety Council, which aims 
to prevent accidents on the street as well as in the factory and the 
home, suggests the following regulation 
for safeguarding th e 
lives of coasters:

L ittle do m otorists reallife w hat activities are going on for 
their benefit during these w inter m onths. 
For one thing, a vast 
system of renum bering is in progress, sim plifying the whole na­ 
tion? I road-m arking plan, iii every nook anil corner of every state. 
It is ju st as well to get acquainted w ith this before the touring 
season opens. 
Conflicts between 
fed era 1-n urn be red and state-num bered 
roads are ironed out. 
The two system s are co-ordiriated. 
All the east aud-west roads are given odd numbers. 
Th J 
east-aiul-west transcontinental routes are num bered I, l l , 2L etc., 
at intervals of IO. The north-a lid-south routes are all given even 
numbers* the federal routes being multiples of IO. Roads running 
into main arteries have high numbers* the last two figures of 
which are the num bers of the arteries they join. It will be read­ 
ily seen how this arrangem ent should help the tourist always to 
know' where he is and save him troublesome inquiries and pos­ 
sible accidents. 
Twenty-two states have already finished this renum bering 
job, 12 have it near completion and six have not yet started. It 
is expected th at all the states will have it ready before sum m er 
comes.

Evangelist L. S. Hoover 
Speaks in Oakland

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Safe Places For Coasting 


Eagt Liverpool hoys and girls sled owners and their friends 
~ M a y had converted most of the hill streets into coasting tracks 
in order to enjoy the most common winter sport. 
Early this 
morning they were on the job to take advantage Of the oppor­ 
tunity offered by last night’s snow, which followed spring-like 
weather. 
And while the Ohio weather bureau forecast indicates that 
the return engagement of winter will be? of a short duration, it is 
not improbable that Buckeye .State cities will witness many cosat- 
ing accidents by reason of non protected streets. East Liverpool 
is among the cities which have not set aside certain streets for 
the winter sport during specified hours of the day. 
In a recent bulletin the National Safety Council, which aims 
to prevent accidents on the street as well as in the factory and the 
home, suggests the following regulations for safeguarding tho 
lives of coasters: 
1. 
An ordinance may be passed by the city council setting 
aside .specific streets forecasting during certain hours. 
2. 
Tho streets selected should naturally bo those used as 
little a.s possible for traffic, with few', intersecting streets. 
3. 
“Street Closed” barr iers should be placed at the head and 
foot of each street with red lanterns placet! upon the blockades at 
night. 
4* 
Cross streets should bt* barricaded at intersection with 
play street during this time. 
5. 
Hours when streets are closed should be from 1:00 to 
10.00 on school days, and 10:00 to 10:00 on Saturdays. 
(>. 
If closed streets cross main highway of traffic, a sand 
belt 50 feet wide should be placed at the bottom of the hill where 
it meets the main highway, to stop sleds before they reach the 
highway. 
7. 
A policeman or man sworn in as special policeman should 
be in charge of each coasting street, duties being to put out signs 
at 4:00. 
8. 
If there is a trolley intersection a policeman should be 
constantly stationed at intersection. 
9. 
Coasting should be prohibited by the city authorities on 
other streets. 
10. 
Streets set aside for coasting—names, locations, hours 
they are closed, the rules concerning same—should be well adver­ 
tised in the newspapers and parents should he strongly urged 
through papers and schools to send their children to the safe 
itreels. 
Either by councilmanic ordinance or police order, Ea:,t Liver­ 
pool should protect coasters.

Better Road-Marking 


Little do m otorists realize what activities are going on for 
their benefit during these winter months. For one thing, a vast 
system of renumbering is in progress, simplifying the whole na­ 
tion:! road-marking plan, in every nook and corner of every state. 
It is ju st us well to get acquainted with this before the touring 
season opens. 
Conflicts between 
federal-numbered and state-numbered 
roads are ironed out. 
The two systems are co-ordiriated. 
All the east-and-weat roads are given odd numbers. 
The 
aast-and-west transcontinental routes are numbered I, ll, 2^, etc., 
at intervals of IO. The north-and-south routes are all given even 
numbers, the federal routes being multiples of IO. Roads running 
into main arteries have high numbers, the last two figures of 
which are the numbers of the arteries they join, it will be read­ 
ily seen how this arrangement should help the tourist always to 
know where he is and save him troublesome inquiries and pos­ 
sible accidents. 
Twenty-two states have already finished this renumbering 
job, 12 have it near completion and six have not yet started. It 
is expected that all the states will have it ready before Gummer 
comes. 
For this big labor, preparing for the biggest of all touring 
seasons, praise should go to the Bureau of Public Roads of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, and the state road departments 
and automobile clubs should receive due appreciation.
